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THE WHEAT PROBLEM AGAIN 


We Lave been looking forward to next ye;n- )'or the easing of 


the wheat situation. Now that liopc is i alkecl, so far as present pros- 
pects are concerned 
Tl'c uovcrnmml rc-poits that the condition <;•.' 


winter Trheat is the poorest in hovcral yt-ars. 


The condition percenta^f on ])»•(?. .1 was only Til.'j aKcim,->t «i ten- 


year average of SO..']. This loeuns that, if weather conditions are nor- 
mal from now on until harvest, there wi'l be less than i'our-fifths as 
m\Mh winter wheat harvested us tl:i:rp ought to be, for the area sown. 
The loss in condition more 1h;'ii wipes out the increase anticipated 
from the -i per cent aere-i^t; increa.se over Ja.st season. 


The department o!' agriculture has been campaigning i'or a bil- 


lion-bushel crop next year, including1 both -winter and spring wheat. 
Unless -winter wheat improves unexpectedly, there is indicated a har- 
vest of only 540.000,000 bushels. That would leave 4(i(),000,000 bu.sh- 
clsto be made up by spring wheat, which is far more than we have 
ever raised. The big -1915 yield of spring wheat was only .'J.'57,000,000 
bushels. 


Nevertheless the only reasonable hope of producing enough whciM 


to supply our needs next year f-ccins to rest with the spring wheat 
crop. It is Imperative, therefore, that farmers shall sow a far larger 
acreage in the spring tluni ever before, and make every acre do its 
best. 


In the meantime, con.vuniei-s have a duty no less urgent. There 


is more reason now than ever before to economize, in the use of wheat. 
Unless we save every possible bushel of grain, every possible pound 
of flour, we and our allies may face a greater shortage next winter 
than, we are experiencing this winter. And there may not be any 
s\ieh. bountiful com crop to help out.
